Harry Saut- 
hoff, special investigator wil'l pro-b- 
a'bly be reappointcd by Judge Hopp- 
mar.n to continue the investigation. 
Dist. Atty. Heilman declared that 
he would recommend Mr. Sauthoff's 
appointment to the judge today. 


Following the verdict of the cor- 


oner's jury, which 
was

after an afternoon of grilling ex- 
amination of some dozen, -witnesses, 
the murder theory 
loomed larger 


and strong-er than ever.

dict declared that Singer came to 
his death "by a blow or blows on 
the head delivered tn n manner un- 
known to this 
jury, and the jnry 


recommends that an investigation 
be made by the proper authorities." 


Case Most Puzzling 


The case is admitted to be one 


of the most puzzling that the' au- 
thorities have ever dealt with, so 
many facts 
pointing to murder, 


while other suggest suicide.

if Singer was 
murdered, the act 


was that of a degenerate.

aid of Poland, the British note

as in the nature of an ultimat- 
um> althongh allegations that 
it contained a threat ot war 
are not confirmed in authorita- 
tive 
quarters. 
Tbe 
Russian 


emissaries now hi London are 
reported to 
have 
recognized 


the gravity of the situation 
and to be urging their govern- 
ment to halt the Russian march 
in Poland- 
Efforts by the armies of the Pol- 


ish republic to stem the- tido of the 
Russian bolshevik invasion which 
threatens Warsaw 
seem to have 


been futile. 


Brest-Litovsk, the last bastion in 


the permanent defenses east of the 
Polish capital, is in the hands of the 
societ armies; and Lomza, an im- 
portant railway junction and strate- 
gic base to »he northeast, and Kovel, 
northeast 
of Erest-Litovsk, have 


been given up by the Poles. 


West of Brest-Litovsk the Poles 


still hold the great forts that have 
made that city one of the principal 
fortresses of eastern Europe, but 
soviet troops have been flung across 
the Bug river further to the north- 
west, and it would appear this move

Poles from their defenses.

Gives Hints On 


Canning 


Persons who have access to fresh 


foods have little need to fear mal- 
nutrition diseases, according to_ ex- 
periments conducted in the nutrition 
laboratories in the-department 
of 


home economics at the University of 
Wisconsin. ' The tests aimed to dis- 
cover to what extent cooking de- 
stroys the1 qualities in food that pro- 
tect against disease. 
" Pood can be. preserved . so as to 
retain a sufficient amount of its pro- 
tective quslitybut different samples 
of the same canned food on the mar- 
ket are found to vary widely the 
tests showed. The longer, the food 
is heated in canning or drying, the 
greater is the destruction of the ele- 
ments that protect against disease. 
Young, fresh' food has greater pro- 
tective value than full-grown fresh 
^ 


food. 
The length of time between j 


canning or drying and the consump- 
tion of the food is an important con- 
sideration. '' In canning and in the 
ordinary cooking of food, protective 
elements are lost into the w.ater. If 
glass or lacquered cans are used the 
juice should be served with the solid. 
Because of the difference in protec- 
tive value resulting from the meth- 
ods of canning, Miss Marguerite Da- 
vis, who is directing the experimen- 
tal work, believes that commercially 
canned and dried food could be used 
more effectively 
if the 
date and 


method of preservation were print- 
ed on the container. 


Three brands of canned spinach- 


were tested for their protective ac- 
tion because fresh spinach is highly 
protective. The first brand employ- 
ed was satisfactory. 
With, the sec- 


ond brand of canned spinach, how- 
ever, all of the guinea pigs in the 
experiment developed scurvy. Their 
condition was improved by a change 
to the third brand. 


That raw food contains mo^e of 


the protective elements than cooked 
food, was shown by an experiment 
with pigeons fed a srrain diet, which 
had beer, heated to destroy the pro- 
tective element. They developed beri- 
beri in' from 40 to SO days. Other 
pigeons receiving raw potato in ad- 
dition to the heated grain were in 
excellent condition during 'the 00 
days of the experiment. The pro- 
tective value of fresh raw potato 
was contracted with that of dried 
potato in another experiment, and 
the results indicated that while dried 
vegetables are not without value as 
a protection against beri-beri yet 
fresh vegetables are very much bet- 
ter. 


"The results of this experiment do 


not indicate that we should eat raw 
potato." explained .Miss Marguerite 
Davis "'but it does indicate that we 
should cook the potato for as short 
a time as is necessary to make it 
digestible. 
The taste is a good 


guide to digestibility in the cooking, 
though not ir: the choice of foods. 


"Of all classes of foods, fruits are 


richest in the substance which pro 
vents and cures scurvy," she contin- 
ued. 
"Raw orange juice in small 


amounts can be fed to babies 
as 


early as the fourth month. Tomato 
juice and apple jelly are also used 
in infant feeding. 
The baby's need 


for this addition food is greater in 
the winter than in spring in the case 
of the bottle fed baby. This is be- 
cause the cow's milk is more pro- 
tective when she is at pasture than 
when fed dried food. 
Fresh fruit 


is not essential. Orange juice dried 
by the same method as the milk 
powder mentioned above will pro- 
tect the baby." 


The value of dried apply as a pro- 


tective food is shown by other ex- 
periments in the laboratory. 
The 


green leaf vegetables are next in 
value in the protection from scurvy. 
A small amount of cabbage added to 
an otherwise dencienT ration will 
keep guinea pigs in good condition 
for more than a year. The third 
class of foods in the prevention of 
scurvy is the root vegetable. On- 
ions, potatoes, and carrots were 


j found in the experiments to retain 
enough of the protective element to 
carry guinea pigs through, reproduc- 
tion.

The permanent headquarters, which will be determined by the 
Board of Directors, will probably be located at the seat of the 
League of Nations. 


"Dr. Edward Dolleans, professor of Political Economy at 


.-the University cf Dijon, who is <he temporary secretary-general 
of the International Chamber, is directing 'the work of putting 
the machinery in motion. He is being temporarily assisted by 
David A. Skinner, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States. 


"The outlook for the business 'League of Nations' is very 


premising, according Jo, American Delegates who have returned 
•to (he Un;.led Stales from the Paris conference where the Inter- 
natior.r.l Clr.'.nib'.-r w;-.s forced. They report that no more earn- 
'csl group of men ever met for a greater cause than the 500 dele- 
gates from France, Italy. Belgium, Great Britain and the United 
States,—the five foundation countries,—who gathered for the 
purpose of billing the machine which would be set in opera- 
tion to OKI! with commercial problems between the nations. 


"American I'-jlc-^tes pc.'nt out that never before had the 


business irilerdev'i^'-'c'r.ce of the world's commerce and the acute 
character of- r.inny of the prcwir.g commercial, financial and eco- 
nomic problems been fornc^y recognized. Nor had there ever 
been such a serious 
effort made to find common

"Discussion of the question of the world's supply of petro- 


leum ioa to the adoption of <he resolution proposing that in view 
of the world's shortage of petroleum, prospecting for new 
sonrces of new dev-!r>prnent should be made from special con- 
cessions. T. A. O'Donrel, of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute, stated thfi! deposits of petroleum in the United State.t 
while at present £<lerjun.re, wou!d soon be depleted and the coun- 
try would then to fr.ccd with a serious shortage. 'Mexico, on 
the other hand,' stated Mr. O'Donnel, 'had practically unlimited 
quantities of untouched petroleum which under Diaz's adminis- 
tration wero free from exploitation but which, under the recent 
regimes, have been closed to the world.'
